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Continuation of 13. Other: All of the previous limitations have been addressed in the previous Office Action mailed on 5/9/05. With 
regards to applicant remarks, applicant mainly argues that DeLine does not disclose the the limitation of wherein the direction of the 
camera is controllably moved so that the visual image on the display is similar to that which would be seen in a conventional rear view 
mirror that is moved in the same position. In response to this assertion by the applicant, the examiner reasserts that DeLine teaches the 
alternative structures can be applied where the video device may be mounted in the assembly 308 above the mirror housing but 
mechanically attached thereto so the camera field of vision moves in tandem with movement of the mirror housing, thus, the direction of 
the camera is controllably moved so that the displayed image is viewed in a similar manner as it would have been in a conventional rear 
view mirror moved in the same position, as previously stated in DeLine's paragraph 0091 on pages 11-12, more specifically, middle of 
page 12 of paragraph 0091. Thus, DeLine meets the broadly claimed limitation of "wherein the direction of the camera is controllably 
moved so that the visual image on the display is similar to that which would be seen in a conventional rear view mirror that is moved in 
the same position". The applicant is welcomed to proceed whatever action is necessary in applicant's estimation, including sending the 
case to the Board of Appeals and Interferences. 
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
